Continuation of Item 5 on Advisory 

Applicant's arguments filed 7/7/03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant argues for all pending claims that Williams fails to teach "associating a 
value of a setting with each of a plurality of media input signals in a multimedia system". 
The examiner disagrees and notes that the table in Figure 7 clearly discloses 1 ) a value 
of a setting (see VOL and TYPE values, each of which is a setting in the TELEVISION 
and AUDIO COMPONENTS columns) and 2) a plurality of media input signals (see 
these setting values relating to multiple channels of the TELEVISION and AUDIO 
COMPONENTS columns). The claim limitations are broad and do not deviate from the 
settings for the media input signals being drawn to user preferences, which is also 
noted by the applicant. 

Therefore, the rejection of claims 10-22 and 28-39 stands. 
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
